Depressed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. J, 


William Fulbright, 
D-Ark. was 


among legislators from all sec 
tions of the nation who spoke up 
strongly Tuesday in favor of leg- 
islation to make an additional $455 
•million available for the depressed 
areas program.. 


The House defeated the admin- 


istration bill 209 to 204 two weeks 
ago. Rep. E. C. Gainings, D-Ark., 
of 
West Memphis,. Ark. voted 


against passage of the bill. 


The speeches for the legislation 


came as the Senate opened debate 
on its version of the Area Rede- 
velopment bill. A vote is scheduled 
today on the measure and admin 
istration lieutenants say they are 
confident of passage. 


Democratic congressional lead- 


ers are hopeful the Senate bill wiL 
serve as a vehicle for the House 
to reverse itself. 


Fulbright said Tuesday the pro- 


gram has created a renewed spirit 
of pride and initiative in Arkansas 
communities., 


He noted that a combination 


loan and1 grant to help finance 
construction of a water system at 
Gassville to service a new shirt 
factory (The Ma'r-Bax Shirt Com- 
pany) was the first under the pres- 
ent program. 


I', was announced' Tuesday1 that 


Mar-Bax will operate a new plant 
for which Searcy County voters 
approved Tuesday $315,000 in bond 
issues to finance construction. 


Fulbright said that ARA funds 


have properly been called "seed 
money," a concept which Con- 
gress yearly supports through the 
foreign aid program.

in underpriveleged areas in our 
country," he said. 


Fulbright said the loan to Gass-

assisted by the federal govern- 
ment," he added. 


The senator said the' $160,000 


loan and grant made possible;, a 
new plant employing 700 .wotk/rs, 
pumping an annual $2 million pay- 
roll into the economy of the area. 
He said the cost to the federal 
government would be repaid in ad- 
ditional federal taxes paid by the 
employes. 


Fulbright said 10 ARA projects 


approved in Arkansas, involving 
a total of $2,284.517, have resulted 
in direct employment of 2,680 Ar- 


j kansans and indirect employment 


of 4,020 others. 


"There are people working to- 


gether to advance ARA projects 
who have never worked together 
on anything'," he said. "This has 
been a good program for both the 
people and the e c o n o m y of 
Arkansas."

RFK Appeals 
for Rights 
Legislaton

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Atty. 


Gen. Robert F, Kennedy appealed 
today to "the basic sense of jus- 
tice in the hearts of all Ameri- 
cans" in urging Congress to ap- 
prove President Kennedy's civil 
rights program.

• "The courts have played an im- 
portant role," he said. "This, ad- 
ministration has taken significant 
and far-reaching action by the 
exercise of executive power, 


"Now 
it 
is 
clearly 
up 
to 


Congress to bring its strength to 
bear." 


Thus Kennedy challenged the 


Congress to recognize—by passing 
the civil rights bill—"that this 
country can no longer abide the 
moral outrage of racial discrim- 
ination." 


The testimony of the President's 


brother before a House Judiciary 
subcommittee kicked off the ad- 
ministration's battle to propel the 
civil rights bill through the long, 
tough congressional mill. 


His 
prepared 
testimony was 


first a further explanation of the 
bill but foremost a rebuttal to 
the criticism voiced by opponents 
when the President unveiled the 
program in a message to Congress 
last week. 


The attorney general directed 


his strongest testimonyi to the 
section which promises to be the 
most controversial: the one pro- 
hibiting racial discrimination in 
any place of public accommoda- 
tion—even privately owned ones. 


"The effects of discrimination 


in public establishments are not 
limited to the embarrassment and 
frustration suffered by the indi- 
viduals who are its most imme- 
diate 
victims," 
Kennedy 
said,, 


our whole economy suffers. The 


nation's business is impaired." 


Such facilities — restaurants, 


lunch counters, amusement places, 
stores, hotels and others—are pub- 
lic in a very real sense, he said. 


"They are not at all like a pri- 


vate home or a private club, for 
example, to which the.owner in- 
vites only, the guests he selects. 
Plainly,, places of public accom- 
modation cater to the public," 
. Kennedy then addressed, him- 
self to the argument that1 the 
public accommodations law would 
violate private property rights. 


"Some of those who complain 


most loudly about 
interference 


with 
private 
property right?," 


Kennedy 
said, 
"ironically 
are 


often those who most stoutlyi de- 
fend the laws, enforced by a num- 
ber of states which forbid Ne- 
groes to be served. 


"The difference is not one of 


property rights, but of the color 
of the customer's skin.

Million Cheers 
as Kennedy 
Looks at Wall

BERLIN (AP)-With the cheers 


of a million West Bcrliners ring- 
ing in his ears, President Ken* 
ncdy strode up to the Red wall ol 
Berlin today and gazed into the 
Communist world. 


A crowd of several hundred 


East Bcrliners, standing behind 
Communist police who held Tom- 
myguns, waved handkerchiefs .at 
him. 


West Berlincrs filled the air 


with confetti and cheers. 


The President arrived at the 


Brandenburg Gate—the symbol of 
the division of Berlin 
between 


East and West—at 11:45 a.m. 


He mounted a platform and 


looked at the concrete and barbed 
wire wall stretching in front of 
him,, to the left and to the right, 
and at the massive gate before 
him,, 


He stayed 
four minutes and 


then headed for another point on 
the wall—Checkpoint Charlie, the 
U.S.-manned crossing 
point for 


foreigners 
where 
Soviet 
and 


Americans tanks faced muzzle to 
muzzle less than two years ago. 


The 
President 
reached 
the 


Brandenburg Gate after the great- 
est spontaneous welcon,c in the 
•memory of the former German 
capital. Old timers said not even 
Hitler with his famous parade had 
brought out the people the way 
the American President did. 


The screaming,, cheering,, flag- 


waving, confetti-tossing welcome 
exceeded the mammoth reception 
West German crowds gave Ken- 
nedy earlier this week.

The President looked across in- 


to East Berlin from an 18-foot 
observation 
platform 
about 15 


feet from the wall. West Berlin 
Mayor Willy Brandt and. West 
German Chancellor Konrad Aden- 
auer stood at his side as a Brit- 
ish officer showed the President 
a chart of the principal points in 
East Berlin.

Mokes Excuses for 
Racial Trouble 


HELSINKI, 
Finland (AP)- 


"Some of the events during the 
latest race developments in the 
United States are horrible, but 
significant and unavoidable in the 
crisis period we are now going 
through," the U.S. ambassador to 
Finland has told a news confer- 
ence at Rovaniemi, in the Polar 
circle. 


"I want to stress President 


Kennedy's words: "The colored 
people will win. not because of 
their color, but because of jus- 
tice,' " he said. 


Carl T. Rowan, a former as- 


sistant undersecretary of state 
and one of the highest ranking 
Negro diplomats, arrived in this 
country five weeks ago with his 
family. 


The Rowans crossed the Polar 


circle Monday and were awarded 
traditional certificates 
for this. 


They also visited a Lapp family 
in a hut. looked at numerous 
reindeer herds and wrote their 
names in 3 guest-book. 


civil rights in any

Then in 1960 Congress passed a 


second civil rights bill. This added 


to the attorney general's 


authority by giving him the right 
to demand voting records for 22 
months back in i'ederal elections. 


And federal courts, in districts 


where the records were ques- 
tioned, could compel voting offi- 
cials to comply with the attorney 
general's demand. 


All this could be 
considered 


progress but it was slow. And the 
results were not dazzling. Just 
last month Berl I. Bernhard, staff 
director of the U.S. Commission 
on Civil Rights, told Congress: 


Since 1957 the attorney general's 


office had instituted 38 lawsuits 
in voting rights cases but a sub- 
itantial number of Negroes were 
being denied the right to vote in 
about 100 counties in eight Sou- 
thern states. 


In his civil rights proposals last 


week Kennedy asked Congress to 
give the attorney general a much 
broader sphere of action by auth- 
orizing him to step in directly in 
two additional field's: 


l. To seek a court injunction 


against a segregated public school 
which refused to admit a Negro 
child if the parent couldn't afford 
a legal fight or was afraid to 
start it. 


Even this wouldn't be as sim- 


ale, direct or fast as it sounds 
n trying to get a business place 
to stop discriminating against Ne- 
groes. 


Under Kennedy's plan 
there 


would be room for a lot of delay 
Defore the attorney general went 
to court to put an end to the dis- 
crimination. 
The 
court 
action 


would be the last resort. 


First the effort would have to 


be made—through talk and at- 
tempted persuasion—to get the 
proprietor of a business place to 
stop discriminating. If that failed, 
the attorney general would go to 
court. 


There is one way, however, in 


which the attorney general could 
skip the talk and go directly to., 
court for an injunction: if he felt 
any effort to get voluntary com- 
pliance was useless. 


Ail of this has been an explana- 


tion of Kennedy's proposal as he 
laid it before Congress. But what 
Congress does with it, in view of 
Southern opposition,, is something 
else.

The signatures, on 5.530 sepa- 


rate' petitions werecollected by 
former Tacoma Councilman Dr. 
Homer A. Humiston to put to a 
vote in the November,, 1964, gen- 
eral election a law passed by the 
1963 legislature. 


The 
law 
legalized 
pin 
ball 


games, punch boards, card games 
and certain other activities where 
licensed by local authorities. 


Although legaliiL-d. local-option 


gambling was the intent of the 
law it never went into effect, and 
the state attorney general said he 
considered it unconstitutional and 
would test it in the courts.

Yachts Get 
Tax Man's 
Approval

NEW YORK (AP)—Wives and 


yachts and a night on the town 
have the slightly restrained ap- 
proval of the tax man today. But 
such business entertainment ex- 
penses can't be "lavish and ex- 
travagant." 


The Internal Revenue Service ! 


has yet to spell out just what will 
be dubbed lavish and extravagant. 
What is lavish for one man can 
be just the way of life for another. 
And the modest buildup that will 
sell one customer might 
offend 


another as demeaning. 


In any case business firms' 


bookkeepers will have a lot more 
work keeping records of all the 
goings-on for the tax collector to 
inspect if he chooses. Corporation 
tax lawyers are likely to be busi- 
er, too. And hotels, night club and 
resort owners, and waiters in gen- 
eral, will continue to be unhappy 
because of fears of losing business 
from free spenders and the bother 
of giving receipts. They are sure 
to try to change the rules if they 
can. 


The IRS has issued its new 


rules on tax deductions for busi- 
ness expenses with an Aug. 1 
deadline for the bookkeepers, but 
rules apply to tax returns for all 
1963. Now all that businessmen 
have to do is to study and try to 
understand them. 


Wives enter the picture both as 


convention companions and as 
hostesses at home. If they are 
bona fide spreaders of goodwill in 
furthering the company's business 
by entertaining customers and 
their wives, they are tax deducti- 
ble. This applies to the cost of 
restaurant and night club enter- 
taining and also to the cost of 
home dinners and parties. 


The business aspect of yacht 


and hunting lodge maintenance 
and of country clubs dues is some- 
thing the host will have to prove. 
The IRS says the fine line here 
between business and pleasure 
must be clearly established by the 
taxpayer. 


The same goes for night club 


entertaining which the IRS feels 
often could be too distracting for 
real business transactions. It is 
particularly leary of the "expen 
diture for beverages served dur 
ing the floor' show." 


But it is quite lenient about the 


ordinary business meal. Or as the 
new rules specify: "expenditure 
for maels and beverages served 
during the course of a breakfast 
lunch or dinner meeting of th 
taxpayer and his business assoc 
ales at a restaurant, hotel dinin 
room, eating club or similar plac 
not involving distracting influent

Pope Was a 
Tree Climber 
in Boyhood 


EDITOR'S NOTE—AP Corres- 


pondent James M. Long covered 
the Vatican during the reign of

more th,an a decade. This is the 
first of three biographical articles 
on Pope Paul.

VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 


skinny 
little 
schoolboy 
who 


climbed trees faster than any 
youngster in his home town has 
ascended the throne of St. Peter. 


There is reason to suppose that 


Giovanni Battista Montini—Pope- 
Paul VI—reached the highest of- 
fice of the Roman Catholic Church 
in much the same way he climbed 
to 
trcetops—with Ins eyes on 


heaven and no fear in his heart. 


Primo Savodi, a boyhood friend, 


tells the story: 


"Giovanni Battista was smaller 


than I was at 10, and he wasn't 
as strong. I never could figure 
out why he was so good at climb- 
ing trees. He always beat me to 
the top. 


"It wasn't until 50 years later 


that I learned why. Htwas' arch- 
bishop of Milan then, and he told 
me the secret: 'Look up to heav- 
en when you climb, and fear 
nothing.' " 


The Montini family had lived 


around the north Italian city of 
Brescia since the 15th century and 
had always been close to the 
Church. Members included Donna 
Ippolita, 16th century abbess of 
St. Giulia: one early bishop of 
Brescia, and at least seven priests 
between 1600 and 1900. 


Pope Paul was born Sept. 22, 


1897 
in a two-story hcme set in 


a tree-shaded park at Concesio. 
five miles north of Brescia. It was 
only 35 miles southeast of Sotto 
il Monte, birthplace of Pope John 
XXIII. 


Concesio and Sotto il Monte are 


much 
alike—nestled 
in

foothill valleys under 
3.000-foot 


mountains in rich vineyard and 
orchard lands. The people live 
simply, farm 
are devout. 


physician. 


Just as Pope John once said he 


almost decided1 to become a jour- 
nalist in his youth, so Pope Paul 
had leanings toward the press. He 
founded a high school paper. La- 
ter he became a regular contribu- 
tor to religious publications. 


His early education was in the 


Jesuit-directed Arici Institute in 
Brescia. But Pope Paul was a 
sickly boy, so thin and frail his 
parents feared to keep him in 
high school. He completed these 
studies under private teachers. 


It was during this period that 


he told his parents he had decided 
to enter the priesthood. Some 
school chums had known of his 
| decision years earlier. 


I 
The Pope entered the 
Brescia 


j diocesian seminary in 1961. Again, 


j as in high school, he had to drop 


out. 
He studied privately, under 


institute teachers and with the aid 
of a priest. He showed both en- 
thusiasm and talent. Sometimes 
he even wrote trial sermons for 
the priest. 


Although he had been in actual 


attendance at the seminary for 
only six months in three years, 
the young man passed his exam- 
inations in 1919. He was ordained 
in the Brescia Cathedral on May 
29, 1920. That same year the bish- 
op of Brescia sent him to Rome's 
Gregorian University, a school for 
young priests of special promise. 


He still was frail, but his health 


was steadier. He plunged into 
studies of philosophy, literatur 
and canon law. His dedication 
brought him to the attention of 
the Vatican Secretariat of State. 


In 1923, even before his 
ad- 


vanced studies were completed, 
the Vatican sent him on his first 
diplomatic mission. He went to 
Warsaw as secretary to the apos- 
tolic nuncio. 


He was only 25, but the Church 


had launched him on the road that 
was to teach him a Slavic lan- 
guage, give him his first view of 
what is now a Communist land, 
start his brilliant 30-year career 
as a Vatican diplomat, and take 
him to the papal throne.
